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CYBERNETICS  AND  SOCIAL  CRISIS 

Cybernetics  or  automation  varies  from  earlier  technological  developments  by  the  fact  that  it  allows 
the  elimination  of  human  effort  from  the  production  of  a  variety  of  goods  and  the  performance 
of  a  vast  variety  of  services.  Its  impact  is  likely,  to  be  comparable  only  to  man's  transition . from  a 
nomadic  to  an  agricultural  creature. 

In  this  Folio,  WBAI  presents  a  special  series  of  programs,  produced  by  Chris  Koch  and  Alice  Mary 
Hilton.  The  series,  which  runs  through  the  first  week  of  the  Folio  at  8:30  p.m.,  explores  the  basis  of 
automation  and  computers,  the  economics  of  the  transition  to  a  cybernated  economy,  the  possibility  for 
a  human  society,  and  the  danger  of  creating  an  inhuman  one.
